If. (he walls arc of 


the same material or of brick coated 
with cement they can be more easily 
kept clean than if. they are made of 
wood. 
The floor should be scrubbed 


often enough to keep it perfectly 
clean, and the tank should be cleaned 
out frequently. 


Use of the Hand Separator. 


Within the last few years the hand 


separator has come into general use 
on farms where sis or more cows arc 
kept, doing away with the old gravity 
system of raising cream. 
With the 


separator nil the croam can be re- 
uioved, which Ih Impossible by any 
other nietlicd. The sklmmllk can be 
fed to the aihos \uirm and sweet, 
which Is a p-ont advantage. There !•• 
less fat In the sklmmilk, but this cle- 
ment can be supplied to the calves a 
good deal more eh".v-'.;- by ilaxseed 
than by butter. There uny be much 
less space in tho milk tank, as only 
the crenm will need to l)o kept there 
Where a creamery is p-troulzed a 
great deal of work Is saved by having 
only the cream to haul. 


In select in;; a separator the most Im- 


portant point to look to is the case of 
denning. There Is a great deal of dif- 
ference In separators in this respect 
Some are so complicated that It is al- 
most Impossible to wash all parts 
thoroughly, while others cnn be so 
completely taken apart that washing 
Is nn oasy task. It Is not the number 
ot parts to a bowl Hint makes a sepa- 
rator dlfllcult to keep clean, but the 
ease with which all these parts may 
bo separated, so that they may be 
reached with a brush. 


Some ot tho other points to consider 


nre convenience, capacity and durabil 
Ity. The capacity will depend largely 
ufwii the number of cows kept. It Is 
always better to get a machine too 
l.irno than loo small. The latest mod- 
els of nearly all makes of separators 
arc made so that (he top of (he supply 
dink Is little more than wnlsi Jili?li 
No other kind should lie bought. It Is 
a useless waste of energy to lift heavy 
cans of milk five or six feel high every 
iilRht and morning. With those low 
built makes the sklmmllk nnd crcnn 
onus mny be placed on the floor, so 
that they will require little lifting. 


Tho Importance of Cleanliness. 


Serious objection has been made to 


tho cream separator on the ground 
that It lowers the quality of the cream 
and butter. In many cases (here Is 
ground for (Ills complaint. Unless ab- 
solute cleanliness Is the 
rule the 


croam Is liable to be of poor quality 
Tho milk and slime In the bowl nre 
the best of food for Injurious bacteria 
and these multiply rapidly when the 
separator is not kept clean. Never 
rinse the bowl with cold water nnd 
leave it until the next mllkliiR. It cnn- 
not be thoroughly cleaned In this way, 
In cold weather n rinsing with cold wa- 
ter, followed by half a gallon or more 


, of hot water, will do nt night. 
At 


least once a day in winter and every 
time the machine Is used In summer 


los has kept most markets on a strictly 
competitive basis, so that the prlcea 
paid for cream arc usually as high us 
the murket will warrant. These large 
creameries arc usually equipped with 
all the latest appliances for buttcrumk- 
IIIK. They are in charge of expcrUmced 
bulUTinukors and are In shape to 
turn out u uniform product that will 
sell for much higher prices than the 
ordinary run of farm made butter. 


Uie of th* Ttiter. 


No dairy farmer can afford to be 


without a Habcock tester. A complete 
tester, consisting of u tester, milk and 
cronm bottles and a supply of sulphur- 
c acid, can be purchased for about $5. 
With a tester the farmer can test his 
cows, iw described In article 8, at 
liomc. 
Ho can tost the separator to 


-.eo that It is working properly. If the 
Dowl Is wabbly or the machine out of 
ovel a considerable amount of butter 
fnt may be lost iu the sklmmllk with- 
nit thu dairyman knowing anything 
ibout It. If you churn your own cream 
11 tiihter will unable you to test your 
buttermilk and determine whether or 
not you arc losing much butter fat In 
this wiiy, 
If you patronize a cream- 


cry your tester will come handy for 
keeping a check on the tests at tho 
creamery. Most crciimerymen arc hon- 
est, but thnt Is all the more reason 
why tho dishonest ones hhould be run 
nut of business. Undcrreadlng the test 
2 or 3 per cent will add greatly to tho 
profits of the creamorymnn and can- 
not be detected unless the patrons have 
testers of their owu, 


Tho Bnbcock tester is simple to op- 


nnito. The sample of milk to be test- 
ed should be thoroughly tested by 
pouring from one jar to another three- 
or four times, A sample Is then suck- 
ed up Into the pipette. 
By pulling 


your linger on the top of the pipette 
you can let the milk run down until It 
ju^t comes to the mnrk on the neck. 
Then run the milk Into one of the test 
bottle's. 
Number the bottle to corre- 


spond with the sample. Tho s K

nu'rclnl sulphuric acid. The add and 
the milk should be at the same tem- 
perature before mixing. If they have 
been in the same room for a few 
hours thoy will be all right.

It is 
always better to get a machine too 
large than too small. The latest mod­ 
els of nearly all makes of separators 
are made so that the top of the supply 
tank Is little more than waist high. 
No other kind should !>e bought. It is 
a useless w aste of energy to lift heavy 
cans of milk five or six feet high every 
night and morning. W ith these low 
built makes the skimmilk and cream 
cans may' be placed on the floor, so 
that they will require little lifting. 
T h * Importance of Cleanliness. 
Serious objection has been made to 
the cream separator on the ground 
that it lowers the quality of the cream 
and butter. 
In many cases there is 
ground for this complaint. Unless ab­ 
solute cleanliness 
Is 
the 
rule 
the 
cream Is liable to lie of poor quality. 
The milk and slime In the bowl are 


obtained. 
Creameries have multiplied 
until there is one within easy shipping 
distance of alm ost every farm . 
The 
organization of co-operative cream er­ 
ies has kept most m arkets on a strictly 
com petitive basis, so th at the prices 
paid for cream are usually as high as 
tbe m arket will w arrant. These large 
cream eries are usually equipped with 
all the latest appliances for butterm ak­ 
ing. They are in charge of experienced 
butterm akers and are in shape to 
turn out a uniform product th a t will 
sell for much higher prices than the 
ordinary run of farm made butter. 


Use of th* Tester. 
No dairy farm er can afford to be 
without a Babcock tester. A complete 
tester, consisting of a tester, milk and 
cream bottles and a supply of sulphur­ 
ic acid, can be purchased for about $5. 
W ith a tester the fanner can test his 
cows, as described in article 8, at 
home. 
He can test the separator to 
see that it Is working properly. If the 
bowl is wabbly or the machine out of 
level a considerable am ount of butter 
fat may lie lost in the skimmilk w ith­ 
out the dairym an knowing anything 
about it. If you churn your own cream 
a tester will enable you to test your 
butterm ilk and detennine w hether or 
uot you are losing much butter fat in 
this way. 
If you patronize a cream ­ 
ery your tester will come handy for 
keeping a check on the tests at the 
creamery. Most cream ery men are hon­ 
est, but that is all the more reason 
w hy the dishonest ones should be run 
out of busiuess. Underreading tbe test 
2 or 3 i»er cent will add greatly to the 
profits of the cream erym an and can­ 
not be detected unless the patrons have 
testers of their own. 
The B allock tester is simple to op­ 
erate. 
The sample of milk to be test­ 
ed should t*e thoroughly tested by 
pouring from one ja r to another three 
or four times. A sample is then suck­ 
ed up into the pipette. 
By putting 
your finger on the top of the pipette 
you can let the milk run down until It 
just comes to the mark on the neck. 
Then run the milk into one of the test 
bottles. 
Number the bottle to corre­ 
spond with the sample. The s ilphurlc 
ad d used is w hat is know* 
is «-<»m- 
mercial sulphuric acid. 
Th** acid and 
the milk should be at the sam e tem­ 
perature before mixing. 
If they have 
been in the same room for a few 
hours they will be all right. 
Fill the 
measuring glass up to the mark with 
the acid, taking care not to get any 
on your hands or clothing. 
Pour the 
acid carefully down the side of the 
bottle and then mix It thoroughly 
with the milk by giving the bottle a 
rotary motion. 
The sulphuric acid 
combines with the albumen and casein 
and leaves the fat free. 
Set the bottles in the tester as soon 
us the acid has been added. W hen all 
the lM»ttles are filled the tester should 
be turned at a uniform rate of about 
IOO revolutions a m inute for five min­ 
utes. This brings the fat t a the top of 
the liquid in the bottle.

Use of the Hand Separator. 


Within the last few years the hand 


separator has come into general use 
on farms where six or more cows arc 
kept, doing away with the old gravity 
system of raising cream. 
With the 


separator nil the crouni can be re 
moved, which Is Impossible by any 
other niotho.l. The sklmmllk can be 
fed !u the aihos \\nrni and sweet, 
which Is n great advantage. There Is 
less fat In the sklmmllk, but this ele 
nient onn be supplied to the calves n 
good deal more cli'M;'1.." by Iliiiseed 
than by butter. Thoro i.iay be much 
loss space in the milk tank, as only 
the* cream will not-d to be kept there. 
\Vhero a creamery Is p:'tronl-/.<?d a 
great deal of work is saved by having 
only (he cream to haul. 


in selecting u separator the most Inv 


portnnt point to look to Is the ease of 
cleaning. There is a great di'iil of dif- 
ference In separators in this respect. 
Home are so complicated that it Is al- 
most Impossible to wash all parts 
thoroughly, while others can be so 
completely taken apart that washing 
Is iin easy task. It. Is not the number 
of parts to a bowl that makes n sepa- 
rator cllfllcult to keep clean, but the 
case with which all these parts may 
bo separated, so that they may be 
reached with a brush. 


Some of the other points to consider 


are convenience, capacity and durabil- 
ity. The capacity will depend largely 
upon the number of cows kept. It is 
always better to get a machine too 
large than too small. The latest mod- 
els of nearly all makes of separators 
are made so that the top of the supply 
tank Is little more than waist high. 
No other kind should bo bought. It Is 
a useless waste of energy to lift heavy 
cans of milk five or six foot high every 
night and morning.. With these low 
built makes the sklinmllk and cream 
cans mny be placed on the floor, so 
that they will require little lifting. 


The Importance of Cleanliness. 


Serious objection has been made to 


the cream separator on the ground 
that it lowers the quality of the cream 
and butter. In many cases there Is 
ground for this complaint. Unless ab- 
solute cleanliness Is the 
rule the 


cream Is liable to be of poor quality. 
The milk and slime In the bowl are 
the best of food for Injurious bacteria, 
and Ilieso multiply rapidly when the 
separator Is not kept clean. Never 
rlnso I ho bowl with cold water nnd 
leave It until the next milking. It can- 
not be thoroughly cleaned In this way. 
In cold weather a rinsing with cold wa- 
ter, followed by half n gallon or more 
of hot water, will do at night. At 
least once a day in winter and every 
time (ho machine Is used In summer 
the. bowl should be taken apart, wash- 
ed well and thoroughly scalded. Be 
mire to remove every particle of greaso 
nnd dirt. Uso n brush, novor n rag. A. 
rag Is difficult to keep clean nnd often 
forms a homo, for bacteria, The so 
cnlleJ "dish rag flavor" Is often found 
In butter, due to the use of a rug In 
washing the separator, Neither should 
a rag bo usefl to dry the bowl or other 


tinware. In Ntartlng to wash the 
rntor aud oilier milk dishes cold water 
should be used lirst to remove tbe 
milk, us hot water scalds the coseiu 
and makes It difficult to remove. Tbii 
rinsing Ktiould be"followed by • tbor-' 
ough washing with hot water aud a 
11 mil rinsing with boiling water. If the 
dlshuti arc theu sot on tbe back of (bo 
stove they will dry quickly without 
rusting. 


Handling th» Cream. 


As soon as tbe cream la separated It 


8'iould be cooled down to about 50 do- 
grues as rapidly as possible, This can 
be done by putting It In <£ tank of 


I fresh woll water. Do uot**.eep (lie 
1 cream too long before taking It to thu , 


creamery, uot over two days In warm 
weather and three or four in cold. 
Good butler cannot be rnado from old 
cream. 


It hardly pays to make butter on tbe 


farm unless special customers can bo 
obtained. CroumcrleH have multiplied 
until there Is one wlthlu easy snipping 
distance of almost every farm. The 
organization of co-opcrutlvo creamer- 
ies lias kept most markets on u strictly 
competitive, basis, HO lhat tbe prices 
paid for cream arc usually as high us 
the market will warrant. These large 
creameries arc usually equipped wltb 
all the latest appliances for buttermilk- 
Ing. They are In charge of experienced 
butlermakers and are in shape to 
turn out a uniform product that will 
soil for much higher prices than tbe 
ordinary run of farm made butter. 


Uie of th« TciUr. 


No dairy farmer can afford to be 


without a Ralx'ock tester. A complete 
tester, consisting of a tester, milk aud 
cream bottles and a supply of sulphur- 
ic ucid, can be purchased for about $5. 
With a tester the farmer can test his 
cows, us described in article 8, at 
homo. lie can lust the separator to 
see that It is working properly. If the 
bowl Is wabbly or the machine out of 
level a considerable amount of butter 
fill may be lost In tho sklmmllk with- 
out the dairyman knowing anything 
about It. If you churn your own cream 
a tester will enable you to test your 
buttermilk and determine whether or 
not you arc losing much butter fat in 
this way. 
If you patronize u cream- 


cry your tester will come handy for 
keeping u check on the tests at the 
creamery. Mont creamery men arc hon- 
est, but that Is all the more reason 
why the dishonest ones should be run 
out of business, Undcrreadlng the tost 
2 or U per cent will add greatly to tbe 
profits of the creamerymuu and can- 
not be detected unless the patrons have 
testers of their own. 


The Bnbcock tester Is simple to op- 


erate. The sample of milk to be test- 
ed should be thoroughly tested by 
pouring from one Jar to another threo 
or four times. A sample is then suck- 
ed up into the pipette. 
By putting 


your finger on the top of the pipette 
you can let the milk run down until It 
just comes to the mark on (he neck. 
Theu run the milk Into one of the test 
bottles, 
Number tho bottle to corre- 


spond with the sample. The s.iiji'iurle 
acid used Is what is knowi .is com- 
mercial bulphurlc acid. The add and 
the milk should be ut the HUIIIV tem- 
perature before mixing. If they have 
been In the same room for a few 
hours they will be all right. Fill the 
measuring glass up to the mark with 
the acid, taking care not to get any 
on your hands or clothing. 
Pour the 


acid carefully down tho side of the 
bottle and then mix it thoroughly 
with the milk by giving (he bottle u 
rotary motion. 
The sulphuric acid 


combines with the albumen and casein 
and leaves the fat free. 


Set (he bottles in the tester as soon 


us the acid has been added. When all 
the bottles are tilled the tester should 
be turned at a uniform rate of about 
100 revolutions a minute for five mln- 
utes, This brings the fat toitho top of 
the liquid In the bottle. 
Hot water 


should then be added carefully to 
bring- the fat up to thu neck of tbe 
bottle. The machine ii then whirled

During the nlvll war one of the many 


things that Interested me was the fact 
that after n hard day's march, when 
we men wore lying about on the 
gi-onnd resting, the drummer boys 
would choose a convenient place and 
play ball. 
One of 'these boys of our 


regiment turned out to b»^i young 
hero. 
Ho was known as Billy, and 


his other name, was Illggs. He was 
fourteen years old and small for his 
age. 


No oue has ever been able to account 


for the "blunder" that won the battle 
of Missionary Rldgo. 
I happened to 


see that blunder at the time It was 
made. Billy Ulggs was tho blunderer. 
Our reglrnoi.it was one of the lino at 
the base of tho ridge and In one of 
the most exposed positions. We wero 
suffering under a fire that we could 
not return with any hope of hurting 
any one, for we were obliged to shoot 
up tho side of a mountain nt an enemy 
we couldn't see.

But the oincers either didn't 
see hla act or declined to attach much 
Importance to It,

post west of tho Missouri river.

day 1 arrived at my post ns 1 ap- 
proached riding across u plain 1 heard 
a sound of drums nnd Ufus playing the 
"Rogues' March."

BILLY RIGGS' CASE, 


By BRUCE PARKER. 

1909. by A m erican Free# A sso­ 
ciation..! 
Daring the civil war one of the many 
things that interested me was the fact 
that after a hard day’s march, when 
we men were lying about on the 
ground resting, the drummer boys 
would choose a convenient place and 
play ball. 
One of these boys of our 
regiment turned out to 
young 
hero. 
He was known as Billy, and 
his other name was Biggs. 
Ile was 
fourteen years old and small for his 
age. 
No one has ever been able to account 
for the “blunder” that won the battle 
of Missionary Ridge. 
I happened to 
see that blunder at the time it was 
made. 
Billy Higgs was the blunderer. 
Our regiment was one of the line at 
the base of the ridge and in one of 
the most exposed positions. 
We were 
suffering under a fire that we could 
not return with any hope of hurting 
any one, for we were obliged to shoot 
up the side of a mountain at an enemy 
we couldn’t see. 
Billy Riggs was standing with the 
drum corps looking up the side of the 
mountain. 
Suddenly he made a jump 
and, landing on a rock in front of him. 
began to climb. In a few moments be 
was sheltered behind a precipitous 
bank. 
There he began to drum like 
mad. What he did it for I didn’t know, 
but I supposed it was to let the men 
know that if they would come up there 
they would be under cover. 
At any 
rate, several men followed Billy, and 
a number followed the several, and It 
wasn’t two minutes before the regi­ 
ment, or the bulk of It, was climbing 
to Billy’s position. 
But Billy wasn’t there. 
Realizing 
that there wasn't room for GOO men 
where he stood and seeing a similar 
position higher up, he went there and 
stood rattling his sheepskin to let bis 
comrades know that there was plenty 
of room beside him. The most daring 
as well as the most chivalrous left 
their cover to make room for others 
and followed Billy. 
By this time the regiments on our 
right and left, seeing our game, conclud 
ed to practice It in their own behalf. 
In other words, three-quarters of « 
brigade were climbing the steep. Other 
regiments followed, and regimental 
commanders, thinking that an advance 
had been ordered, took their coin 
mands where they saw others going 
Before the general in chief could send 
orders to stop the advance most of 
the army was halfway up the hill, and 
soon after gaining the top the ridge 
was won. 
So it was that what appeared to be 
a foolhardy movement led to victory 
and is recorded in history as “the sol 
dlers’ little .” 
The soldier that led 
that army was a drummer boy. and 
his name was Billy Riggs. 
After the fight we men talked the 
matter over and agreed that it was r 
sort of genius in Billy, of which lh 
was entirely unconscious, that had 
gained an important victory. 
In othe- 
words, he saw that safety was in an 
advance. But the officers either didn’t 
see his act or declined to attach much 
importance to it. 
In time I was given a commission 
In the regular army and ten years 
later as a major of infantry was at 
signed to command of a three company 
post west of the Missouri river. 
The 
day I arrp ed at my post as I ap 
proached riding across a plain I beard 
a sound of drums and fifes playing the 
“Rogues' March.” 
I knew that some 
culprit was being drummed out of 
camp and put spurs to my horse to see 
the ceremony. 
Entering the gate. I 
saw the garrison drawn up in line 
before which a drum corps was lead 
ing a man with a feather behind each 
ear. There was something in his walk 
that was familiar to me. 
I rode to a 
position where be would pass close to 
me, aud w hen lie went by I was sure 
I bad known him. Halting the squad. 
I asked his name: 
“Private William Riggs.” 
Billy looked up at me and recognized 
me. 
There w as a curious expression 
on his face, of injured innocence, mor­ 
tification and pleasure at seeing one of 
bis old comrades under such distress­ 
ing circumstances. 
“Stop this!” I cried angrily. 
“Our commander”— began the aor 
geant in coimnaud, but I cut him short 
“I am commander bere.” I saki 
sharply. Aud. dismounting. I took Billy 
in my anus. pulling the feathers from 
behind his cars at the same time. 
By this time the officer temporarily 
lh command of the post a lieutenant 
out of West Point several years after 
the war had ceased, came prancing 
across the parade to discover who 
was interfering with the execution of 
his orders. 
Seeing a gold leaf on my 
shoulder, he ca ave on hesitatingly, look­ 
ing up at me as much as to say. “Who 
are you anyway?” and “What do you 
mean by embracing a man under pun­ 
ishment?” 
I explained to bim that I 
was the new’ commandant, that I bad 
known Private Biggs in the civil war 
as a brave boy and that I preferred 
to investigate the case before it went 
any further. 
The investigation proved that Billy 
had been restive under the command 
of a man who was his inferior in all 
except theoretic military subjects, an 
antagonism bad sprung up between 
them aud Billy had got the worst of 
it, as ail rebellious soldiers are bound 
to do iu the end. Under my command 
Private Biggs became the best soldier 
at the post, rose to be first sergeant of 
his company, and I eventually succeed­ 
ed in getting bim a commission. 
He 
fought Indians under me. and. though' 
he was brave and cool, he admitted 
that be missed the Inspiration of the 
drum, which cannot be used in savage 
warfare.
